That England plans a raid on American credit is the declaration of Senator Robert M. La Follette in Ihe leading 


editorial in -his magazine published today. As proof the senator submits the secret report of Sir George Paish, Eng- 
land's financial "ambassador" to the United States, which has never been published in the American press, to prove 
his assertions. Paish urges home 'rule for Ireland at once in order to quiet Americans. 


"Sir George Paish says -that without the good will of the American people Europe is 'lost," declares Senator La 


Follette. Paish plan is to -borrow, of the United States, using the American trade balance and issue to Americans 
league of Nations bonds.

I IE GEORGE PAISH, England's 


financial '^ambassador" to the 


' -United States, has unfolded his 


.plans for exploiting the people of the 
world, and especially the American 
people, for. the benefit of the British 
Empire. This plan is in the nature 
of a report to the British government 
after his visit to the United States ,to 
induce this government to grant fur- 
ther 'loans and credits to England. 
At this writing the''report has not 
been given to the press. This report 
is interesting from start to finish.. It 
is penned by A master mind in- finance 
and one who had all the resources of 
Great Britain's secret service in this 
country to gauge his conclusions. 


The report begins:

~""rnore' difficult1' to rectify than' anyone can 


estimate who has not ascertained at'first 
hand the state of pu-bHc feeling in Amer- 
ica. The'people are n"ot:oniy losing .their 
sympathies for the people of Europe, but 
are becoming skeptical,, if not cynical about 
them; a state of mind which,- if permitted 
to become fixed, will effectively 
prevent 


Europe from obtaining any help whatever 
from the United States, either financial, 
political, economic, or benevolent. In fact - 
the atmosphere in America towards Europe 
is rapid-Iy changing from 'one of great 
friendliness to one of hostility." 


Note the expression, "if permitted 


to become fixed,"—-a sinister sugges- 
tion to British propagandists who 
made American' public opinion during 
the war. 


. Sir 'George says that without the 
good will of the American- people 
Europe is lost. This may also be 
taken as further inducement to Eng- 
lishmen to get busy with their propa- 
ganda. After giving his views on, the 
effect-of European disaster on Amer- 
icans this astute financier says: 
, 


"Even were the .American people filled 


with good will towards the entente nations 
as they were during the war, the'difficulty 
of raising sufficient credit for Europe would 
still be serious and could be overcome only 
£y the creation of an overflowing measure 
of enthusiasm among the American peo- 
p!o on behalf of the suffering peoples of 
Europe. As it is, however, the war being- 
over, there is a universal desire1 to resume 
normal conditions, and to engage in -usual 
peace activities and to let Europe be for- 
gotten., plans are being made for the 


Sir George seems to have some means 
Df knowing, the official mind of our 
War Finance Corporation.' He "is 
given to understand on most, excel-- 
lent authority" just what this Corpo- 
ration "is now willing" to do.- And 
note how- his-fertile mind in conjunc- 
tion with American plotters, plans to 
outwit Congress and the American 
people. But let Sir George tell it in 
his own way: 


"Thus, Europe must face the fact that' 


as matters stand at present, the American. 
Government, the American Congress and 
the American people are not willing to 
issue American Government loans in order 
to assist Europe; that the American mar- 
ket for European investment securities is 
i very limited one and that American 


erection of houses all over the country and 
a great deal of -building is already in hand.

GIVEN TO UNDERSTAND on most ex- 
cellent authority- that this "Corporation ia 
now willing to use the funds at its disposal 
for the purpose of assisting American ex- 
ports and as it cannot very well assist Am- 
erican exports without correspondingly as- 
siting importers of American produce and 
goods, the greater part if not the whole 
of this sum can be made available under 
proper conditions for the purpose of enabling 
the people of Europe to purchase from Am- 
erica the produce and goods they require- 
It should be noted, however, that the funds 
at the disposal of the Corporation have not 
yet been raised and that in raising them 
the corporation will need the assistance as 
well as the credit of the American govern- 
ment... The Corporation can, I am informed, 
not only obtain credit from the National 
and Reserve banks, but it can issue to Am- 
erican investors, tax free securities against 
the collateral of' the bills of securities it 
receives from exporters for the credits grant- 
ed to them. I also understand that the 
War Finance Corporation -would regard 
with favor the creation of a plan by which 
Europe would give ample security to Am-

Then Sir George discusses the trade 


relations between -the United States 
and Great Britain during 1919 and 
concludes that the balance of trade 
against England will be about the 
same-for 1920 owing to the depreciat- 
ed value of the English pound sterling. 
He says that of the 900 million pounds 
sterling balance of trade against Eng- 
land in 191'J the United States fur- ' 
nished - 450 million pounds from her 
victory loans. But in 1920 he figures 
that the American people will sanc- 
tion no more .bond issues for loans to 
Europe. He sums up on this point as- 
follows: 


"It-is essential to realize that the Am- ' 


erican government is unlikely.to ask Con- 
gress to issue further Liberty or "Victory 
loans in order to finance the entente na- 
tions and that even if it were willing to 
do so Congress would' probably reject the 
proposal and that its rejection would be 
supported by the American public." 


It will be seen that this financial

erican exporter* for the prodne* it desires to 
purchase and for which it is unable to obtain 


Having unfolded this astonishing pup- 


pose of the Wax Finance Corporation 
more than 17 months after the war has 
ceased to function to betray the American 
public and 'outwit Congress that. created 
it for a war purpose only, the British 
financial "ambassador" proceeds to out- 
line his plan to retain in Europe the cash 
balance resulting from the credit so 
loaned by the American conspirators 
against the will of the American people. 
The details of the scheme cover pages of 
manuscript in the report of Sir George, 
and we pass' it by and give the "ambassa- 
dor's" conclusion : 


"By this arrangement Europe -would obtain 


American credit of nearly 1,000 million dollars 
for the purpose of providing for its immediate 
necessities. But there would be no means of re- 
mitting back to the United States the sums 
realized in Europe from the sale of the produce 
nnd consequently the bills held in America 
could not bo discharged.

Thus the plot is fairly plain' and dis- 


closes just how the financial pirates of 
America propose to turn over 1,000 mil- 
lions of dollars of the taxpayers' money 
to England, where, as Sir George naively 


sayS) — "and her.e it would have to re- 
main." 


But the scheme does not stop there. 


Sir George is no piker in finance. He 
plays in a world game where the stakes 
are not counted in millions but in tens of 
billions. 
Having enmeshed us in his 


"credit" scheme through our .financial 
traitors, Sir George passes' on to develop 
the game in its widest scope. No longer 
is he dealing with two nations directly 
involved, but the whole world is to be en- 
snared and fleeced by the English Empire. 


Now listen to this : 
"If, however, the -proposed credit from the 


War Finance Corporation • could- be converted 
into q revolving credit for five years it would 
enable Europe to obtain all the credit until it 
-.vss once again able to pay for all the produce 
and goods it needed -without the creation of any 
new credit In order to convert the single 
credit into a revolving credit, I would suggest 
that after the produce Is sold in Europe, the 
proceeds should be paid over on the Continent 
to the Reparation Committee of the League of 
Nations, and that that Committee should use 
the money for purposes of reconstruction, and 
should pay for the money by selling League of 
Nations Bonds to the group of British bankers.

THE AMERICAN BANKERS 


WOULD THEN SELL THEM TO THE AMER- 


ICAN INVESTING PUBLIC. AS-THE BONDS 
WEBB SOLD TO THE PUBLIC, FKESH 
CREDITS COULD BE GRANTED TO 
EUROPE AND THE OPERATION RE- 
PEATED. 


"To carry out this plan the active assistance 


of the American-'govenrmerrt and of Congress 
is absolutely essential and every reasonable 
measure must --bo token by the peoples and 
statesmen of Europe to win the good will not 
only of the American Goveromint and of Con- 
gress, but of the American people. Indeed an 
atmosphere must.be created in America which 
will, if anything, be more enthusiastic than was 
the atmosphere of enthusiasm created' there 
during tKe war as it is much more difficult to 
taisc money in peace than in war." 


No, dear reader, this is not a city-crook 


selling the City Hall to a hayseed. This 
is a plan of a.great financier,—perhaps' 
the greatest in the world, which plan has 
the approval, it would seem, of the trus- 
tees of American finance. 


Sir George passes to the plan of insur- 


ing the sale of the League of Nations 
bonds to the American public and then he 
concludes by warning the European na- 
tions that they must "adopt a policy of 
peace and of reconciliation and carry out 
not merely the letter, but the-spirit of the 
fourteen points, upon which the Armistice 
and Treaty of Peace were based." And 
says Sir George: 


"Probably a generous measure of Home Rule 


of Ireland without further delay would do much 
immediate -gocd in proving the sincerity of the 
Britisji people.

Step 
after step, the greater and more far reaching

holds over the German and Austrian peo- 
ple a treaty of industrial slavery forever; 
she continues to arrest and deport Irish- 
men from Ireland without warrant and 
without trial; she still finds" money to 
maintain the greatest navy, in the world 
and refuses to disarm; she has extended 
her dominion over Egypt contrary to 
agreement-and has to maintain an army 
to hold the Egyptians in subjection; India 
is ruled with bayonet and sword. 


With American loans England has gone 


into the markets of the world and appro- 
priated its raw materials and supplied her; 
people with cheaper necessities than our 
peopfe have here in America. 


The War Finance Corporation aims at 


exploitation of both the American and 
European peoples for the International 
Bankers. 


If this bold .buccaneering scheme goes 


through, God help the poor—if not, they 
must find means to help themselves.

Growth Was Made in BienniaiPeripd

A remarkable growth of mord 


than 40 per cent in tho total value 
of dairy products in Wisconsin for 
1919 over 1917 is shown in the bi- 
ennial dairy statistic report made 
public by Geor^o J. .Weigle, dairy 
and food commissioner, Tuesday. 


His figures show $273,953,986.03 


to be the value for 1919 in compar- 
ison with $190,235,814.'?2 for 1917. 
The. increase is ascribed to raises in 
tho price of-dairy products and an 
increase in the amounts-produced. . 


Wisconsin, with an output of 70 


per cent of the cheese of America, 
produced 3<y7,3S5,OT3 pounds during 
1919, 
valued at $90,984,373.55. This' 


is a value nearly three times that of 
1915, 
when there were produced

In the 1917 legislature Bill 
o. 103 S, granting full suffrage 


to women in Wisconsin, was up for action on May 3,1917. Chap- 
pie voted against the measure. 


When the resolution for the ratification of the amendment 


granting suffrage to women (the most important suffrage roll 
. call taken in the 1919 Wisconsin legislature) both John C. Chap- 
pie and Louis A. Fons were absent. 


When the bin 62 A, granting woman the right to vote for 


presidential electors came up in the senate Louis A. Fons voted 
against it on Feb. 7, 1919. When the measure came up in the 
assembly Chappie was once more absent. 


When senate joint resolution No. 12, urging congress to pass 


the constitutional amendment resolution, came up for a vote on 
Jan. 16,1919 Fons voted against it.
